are hoping

fashioned, "gulley-washing” 
supp ies 
of tho precious moisture that visited 
this country in years gone by. 
There is some variegated estimates 
made concerning the damage done in 
the Laredo section to tender vegeta­ 
tion by the recent four severe freezes, 
some giving it an their opinion that 
cabbage and lettuce have been seri­ 
ously damaged by the cold in certain 
places, and more or less damaged in 
other places, while there are others 
who contend that the truck will en­ 
tirely recuperate 
from 
the damage 
done. 
But there seems to be one 
thing certain, and that is that the 
onion crop is all right and suffered 
no deleterious effects from the low 
temperatures that have prevailed on 
several 
occasions 
since the 
young 
plants have been transplanted from 
the protected seedbeds to the fully 
exposed open field. 
Onions are a 
plant of sturdy variety and once they 
get a good stand the rigors of winter 
have little or no effect on them as re­ 
gards 
damage, while 
in 
some 
in­ 
stances 
cold weather 
often 
proves 
beneficial and stimulates the growing 
qualities of the plants. 
While 
many 
sections 
of 
Texas 
which had no lower temperature dur­ 
ing the cold spells than Laredo ex­ 
perienced report losses of crops, cat­ 
tle, etc., this section so far as learned 
has not met with similar disastrous 
consequences. 
And even had all the 
truck planted in the Laredo country 
oe^n damaged to a certain extent by 
the freezes, the recuperative powers
